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INTRODUCTION 


Research and program evaluation activities occur in a variety of settings - both 
within the Ministry and in many social service agencies. If clients of social 
service programs are to fully benefit from these research and program 
evaluation activities, it is essential that the results be disseminated extensively. 
Much of the research and program evaluation which is conducted has potential 
application beyond the organization which was responsible for the study. This 
inventory is an attempt to share information with various relevant groups about 
research and program evaluation studies that were in progress at some point in 
the 1985/86 fiscal year. 


Evaluative information is always valuable for the development and management 
of programs and resources. In addition, knowledge regarding the nature, scope 
and results of evaluative studies conducted elsewhere can help an organization to 
improve its own studies. A third benefit is the possibility that an inventory such 
as this will enhance the sense of community among social service researchers 


working in diverse Ontario settings. 


The inventory includes studies which have been directly funded or conducted by 
the Ministry of Community and Social Services, as well as studies conducted by a 
variety of social service agencies, the social service departments of large 
municipalities, mental health organizations, Ontario-wide associations and 


interval/transition houses. 


The initial package requesting information about research and program 
evaluation activities was sent to a total of 677 addresses, of which 631 
responded. Of these, 91 organizations reported a total of 263 studies which are 
included in the inventory. The table on the following page presents the 


breakdown of requests and responses by organization type.

Definitions of the target groups above are self-explanatory with the following 
exceptions: 


(i) Children in General - refers to studies concerned with groups of children 
that either do not fit into one of the specifie child-oriented target groups 
or involve two or more of these target groups. 


(ii) Developmentally and Physically Handicapped - refers to studies concerned 
with either adults or persons of all ages (as opposed to children only) who 
are physically or developmentally handicapped. 


(iii) Ineome Maintenance - refers to studies concerned primarily with target 
groups in need of financial support. 


(iv) Families in Need of Support (non-financial) - refers to studies coneerned 
with families in need of counselling and other non-financial support.

The inventory is intended for the use of program managers, senior management, 
program and policy developers, and researchers. Its purpose is to provide a brief 
overview of each study. If further information is desired, there is a contact 


individual listed for each study. 


The inventory is arranged so that studies which relate to the same primary 
target group appear together in the report. For example, the studies concerned 
primarily with the elderly appear in one section of the inventory. Each section 


begins with its own alphabetical index. 


In addition to these section indexes, there are four general indexes at the end of 
the report. Two of these are organized by: type of organization responsible for 
the study/program relevance; and target group/program relevance. "Program 
relevance" refers to the kinds of programming activities for which a study may 
have significance, as determined by the organization reporting the study. A 
particular study may appear in up to three "program" sections but in no more 
than one "target group" or "organization responsible" section. The third index is 
a complete alphabetical listing of all the studies which appear in the inventory. 
The fourth index, a new addition to the inventory, provides an alphabetical 


listing of principal investigators. 


A brief glossary, which appears after this introduction, defines the research and 
program evaluation components used by organizations to characterize their 


studies. 


Many of the studies listed in the inventory represent complex collaborations 
among Ministry staff, agency staff, associations or other groups, private 
consultants, university faculty and other individuals. In order to very generally 
characterize Ministry participation in these studies, the information appearing in 
the inventory on "organization responsible for study" has been developed as 
follows. In the case of all studies conducted or directly funded - on a project 
basis - by the Ministry, the Ministry is listed as the responsible organization. In 
the case of all other studies, the agency or other group which conducted (or, in a 


few cases, funded) the study is listed as the responsible organization.

Many of the studies include information pertaining to study costs. However, it 
should be noted that this information is based upon the organization's best 
available information. In most cases, the study costs provided are only 


estimates.

The mothers were also more likely than 
the fathers to provide information about the children, to interact more 
with them, and to be more aware and realistic about the severity of their 
problems. For the learning disabled sample, the mothers were more 
stressed than the fathers, and the mothers of boys reported more stress 
than the mothers of girls.

The OACAS should take a leadership role and all reasonable steps to 
enhance the process of local negotiations and contract administration for 
CASs, specifically through the provision of an effective information- 
sharing system and inereased training in the labour relations area. CASs 
not already embracing a participatory management style should embark 
on a program intended for this purpose. The OACAS should provide, 
preferably in conjunction with MCSS, an ongoing vehicle for the sharing of 
current information on recent settlements, employment practices, 
arbitration awards, and changes in legislation. A follow-up survey of 
training needs as well as available courses, in-house and external skills 
should be undertaken. The OACAS should participate in discussions with 
the ministry and other associations to explore the creation of a cost- 
effective process of information-sharing and training in labour relations. 
It is also reeommended that agencies should continue to use outside 
assistance for negotiations and contract administration as long as is 
necessary.
